Fifteen countries voted the crit- 
icism of Japan, only Italy voting 
“no” and three Scandinavian coun- 
tries abstaining. All four indi- 
cated they might not participate 
in the next session, set for Novem- 
ber 22, when delegates expected

PRESENT DECLINE 

NOT YET SERIOUS 

The present decline has not 
reached serious proportions, but 
it has the effect of decreasing 
the national income—and that is 
a matter of definite coricern. 

During the adjournment of the 
congress I have sought to avail 
myself oi the wisdom and advice 
of managers of large industrial 
and financial enterprises, of own- 
ers of small businesses in many 
lines, and, of representatives of 
agriculture and of labor. 

Out of long experience I place 
great value on this method of 
getting suggestions from every 
possible source. Single answers 
or simple slogans will not cure 
the complicated economic prob- 
lems which today face all na- 
tions.

further. 

With the exercise of ordinary 
prudence, there is no reason why 
we should suffer any prolonged 
recession, let alone any general 
economic paralysis. Despite some 
maladjustments, which can be 
corrected, underlying conditions 
are uot unfavorable. 

The fundamental situation is 


not to be compared with the far} 


different conditions of 1929. The 
banking system is not over-ex- 
tended. Interest rates are lower. 
Inventories are not dangerously 
large. We are no longer over- 
extended in new construction or 
in capital equipment. Speculation 
requiring liquidation does not 
overhang our markets. 
Obviously an immediate task 
is to try to increase the use of 
private capital to create employ- 
ment, Private enterprise, with 
co-operation on the part of the 
government, can advance to high- 
er levels of industrial activity 
than those reached earlier this 
year. Such advance will assure 
balanced budgets. But obviously 
also, governnient can not let.na- 


. ture take its course without re- 


gard to consequences. If private 
enterprise does not respond, gov- 
ernment must take up the slack. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE 
COVERS WIDE FIELD 

What we can do covers so wide 
a field and so many subjects that 
it is not feasible to include them 
all in this message. 

A little later I will address you 
further in regard to proposals to 
encourage private .capital to en- 
ter the field cf new housing on 
a large scale—a field which dur- 
ing the past four years has fail- 
ed almost completely to keep 
pace with the marked improve- 
ment in other industries. 

On the subject of taxation, in 
accordance with my suggestion 
of last spring, committees of the 
congress, with the co-operation 
of the treasury department, are 
already engaged in studies aimed 
at the elimination of any injus- 
tices in our tax laws. Unjust 
provisions should be removed 
provided such removal does not 
create new injustices. Modifica- 
tions adequate to encourage pro- 
ductive enterprise, especially for 
the smaller businesses, must not 
extend to the point of using the 
corporate form for the purpose 
of hiding behind it to reduce or 
eliminate taxes in a way not open 
to an individual or partnership. 
Nor should we extend tax priv- 
ileges to speculative profits on 
capital where the intent of the 
original risk was _ speculation 
rather than the ‘actual develop- 
ment of productive enterprise. 
Nor can we at this time accept a 
revision of our revenue laws 
which involves a reduction in the 
aggregate revenues or am increase 
in the aggregate tax burdens of 
those least able to bear them. 

INEQUITABLE BURDENS 
SHOULD BE LIGHTENED. 
We should give special consid- 
eration to lightening inequitable 
_ burdens on the enterprise of the 
small businessmen of the nation. 
Small businesses or even those of 
average size have difficulties of 
financing and distribution which

are not shared by large corpora- 
tions. Therefore, by special tax 
consideration they should receive 
more: equal opportunity to com- 
pete with their more powerful 
competitors. In this way we may 
also find assistance in our search 
for a more effective method of 
checking the growing concentra- 
tion of economic control and the 
resultant monopolistic practices 
which persist today in spite of 
anti-trust statutes. A further 
search for additional methods to 
meet this threat to free competi- 
tive enterprise is called for at 
this time. 

The proposed federal budget 
for the coming fiscal year also 
will shortly be ready for submis- 
sion to the congress—a budget 
which I expect can be brought 
within a definite balance. 


Still other matters are receiv- 


ing renewed examination—for in- 
stance the problems of the rail- 
roads and of other public utili- 
ties. Here, because of thorough- 
ly unsound financing extending 
over many past years, solutions 
will frankly be difficult. 

But as we work with these 
problems of detail we must not 
forget the broad central truth 
that this administration has 
pledged itself to the people of 
the United States to carry on 
with a wide social program point- 
ed toward higher living standards 
and a more just distribution of 
the gains of civilization. Much 
of that program is already in ef- 
fect—but its continued and com- 
plete success depends on a wider 
distribution of an immensely en- 
larged national income. 


REASONABLE PROFITS 
AND FAIR WAGES 


Such enlargement presupposes 
full employment of both capital 
and labor—reasonable profits and 
fair wages—a resumption of that 
vigorous moving equilibrium 
which began in 1933. Deflation 
and inflation are equal. enemies 
of the balanced economy that will 
produce that progressive increase 
in national income. 

In the attainment of the broad 
central purpose we _ recognize 
many related objectives: This 
message, however, deals with 
only four of these objectives— 
four which are already being 
considered by the congress. Two 
relate directly to the stabiliza- 
tion and maintenance of the pur- 
chasing power of the nation. The 
other two, essential tools for the 
whole task, look to the improve- 
ment of the machinery and func- 
tioning of both the executive 
and the legislative branches of 
the federal government. 


1. Agriculture — Intention to 
pass a new and permanent na- 
tional farm act was declared by 
the congress in joint resolution 
last summer. Great as the need 
was then, that need is still great- 
er today. Some crops will begin 
to be planted within three 
months. 

In recent weeks farmers have 
once been facing acute surpluses 
and falling prices. Cotton farm- 
ers are harvesting the largest cot- 
ton crop in all our history—five 
million bales more than the mar- 
kets of this country and of the 
world have been accustomed to 
take. Corn farmers and potato 
farmers are harvesting crops that 
threaten to crush them for pro- 
ducing ‘this plenty. And the pro- 
ducers of other crops are won- 
dering how soon they, too, will 
be the victims of surplus un- 
controlled. 


We must continue in our ef- 
forts toward abundance without 
waste. We need legislation which 
will not only prevent new farm 
surpluses from causing new col- 
lapse in farm prices, but which 
will also safeguard farmers and 
consumers against the hazards of 
crop failure. We need an “all 
weather” farm plan—a plan that 
uses the reasonable surpluses of 
a year of good weather to carry 
over food supplies to make up 
for the shortages of a year of bad 
weather, 


EXPERIENCE OF PAST 
POINTS THE WAY 


‘Out of the experience of the 
last five years we have learned 
that with the aid of the govern- 
ment farmers can _ successfully 
guard themselves against eco- 
nomic disaster. 

In formulating a farm program 
there are certain things we must 
keep in mind. 

We must keep in mind the fer- 
tility of our soil. We have be- 
gun to assist farmers to stop the 
waste of soil and save the good 
soil that remains. Any sound, 
long-time program must have 
soil conservation as a principal 
goal. 

We must keep in mind the eco- 
nomic welfare of farm families. 
As a long-time national policy, 
farmers must have a fair share 
in the national income to sup- 
ply farmers’ buying to keep city 
factories running. 

We must keep in mind the 
consumers of the nation. The 
blighting droughts of 1934 and 
1936 which spelt disaster for so 
many farmers in those years 
were brought forcibly home to 
our large cities in the high prices 
of many foodstuffs this year. 
Consumers should have the same 
protection against the underpro- 
duction of years of scarcity as 
the farmers should have against 
the overproduction of years of 
glut. 

We must keep in mind the 
American democratic way. Farm 
programs can not long succeed 
unless they have the active sup- 
port of the farmers who take part 
should 
continue to be one planned and 
administered, so far as possible, 


pluses in any one crop threaten 
to engulf all the producers of 
that crop, ovr laws should pro- 
vide ways by which a small mi- 
nority may be kept from destroy- 
ing the proceeds of the toil of the 
great majority. 


STATE OF TREASURY 
IMPORTANT MATTER 


We must keep in mind the 
United States treasury. I have 


. already expressed my view that 


if the new farm act provides for 
expenditure of funds beyond 
those planned in the _ regular 
budget, additional means should 
be provided to yield the addition- 
al revenue. May I reiterate that 
with all the emphasis I can give? 

We must keep in mind the 
constitution of the United States. 
Although vital portions of the ag- 
ricultural adjustment act were 
set aside nearly two years ago 
by the supreme court, acts of 
congress to improve labor rela- 
tions and assure workers se- 
curity have since then been up- 
held. In these later decisions the 
powers of the federal government 
to regulate commerce between 
the states and to tax and to spend 
for the general welfare have been 
clearly recognized. 

I believe that the courts them- 
selves are coming to have in- 
creasing regard for the true na- 
ture of the constitution as a broad 
charter of democratic government 
which can function under the 
conditions of today. I believe 
that the congress can constitu- 
tionally write an adequate farm 
act that will be well within the 
broad meaning and purpose of 
the constitution. 

I hope and believe that the su- 
preme court will not again deny 
to farmers the protection which it 
now accords to others. 


ADJUSTMENTS NEEDED 
TO LABOR: CONDITIONS 

2. Labor—I believe that the 
country as a whole recognizes the 
need for immediate congressiongl 
action if we are to maintain wage 
income and the purchasing pow- 
er of the nation against recessive 
factors in the general industrial 
situation. The exploitation of 
child labor and the undercutting 
of wages and the stretching of 
the hours of the poorest paid 
workers in periods of business 
recession has a serious effect on 
buying power. In the interest of 
the national economy such ad- 
justments as must be made 
should not be made at the ex- 
pense of those least able to bear 
them. 

I further believe that the coun- 
try as a whole realizes the neces- 
sary connection between encour- 
aging businessmen to make capi- 
tal expenditures for new plants 
and raising the total wage income 
of the total of our working popu- 
lation. New plants today mean 
labor-saving machinery. What 
does the country ultimately gain 
if we encourage businessmen to 
enlarge the capacity of American 
industry to produce, unless we 
see to it that the income of our 
working population actually ex- 
pands_ sufficiently to create 
markets to absorb that increased 
production? 

I further believe that the coun- 
try as a whole recognizes the 
need of seeking a more uniform- 
ly adequate standard of living 
and purchasing power every- 
where if every part is to live 
happily with every other part. 
We do not recognize the destiny 
of any state or any county to be 
permanently backward. Political 
and social harmony requires that 
every state and every county not 
only produce goods for the na- 
tion’s markets but furnish mar- 
kets for the nation’s goods. 


EQUITABLE LEGISLATION 
IS ULTIMATE GOAL 


This does not mean that legis- 
lation must require immediate 
uniform minimum hour or wage 
standards; that is an ultimate 
goal. 

We should provide flexible ma- 
chinery which will enable indus- 
tries throughout the country to 
adjust themselves progressively 
to better labor conditions. But 
we must not forget that no policy 
of flexibility will be practical 
unless a co-ordinating agency 
has the obligation of inspection 
and investigation to ensure the 
recognition and enforcement of 
what the law requires. 

Although there are geographic 
and industrial diversities which 
practical statesmanship cannot 
well ignore, it is high time that 
we had legislation. relating to 
goods moving in or competing 
with interstate commerce which 
will accomplish two immediate 
purposes: 

First, banish child labor and 
protect workers unable to protect 
themselves from excessively low 
wages and excessively long hours. 

Second, end the unsound prac- 
tice of some communities—by no 
means confined to any one sec- 
tion of the country—which seek 
new industries by offering as the 
principal attraction labor more 
plentiful and much cheaper than 
may be found in competing com- 
munities. To them the congress 
should reiterate the oft-repeated 
pledge of political parties that 
labor is not a mere commodity. 


EXECUTIVE BRANCH 


REORGANIZATION. 


3. Reorganization—Last Janu- 
ary I presented for the consider- 
ation. of the congress the im- 
provement of administrative 
management in the executive 
branch of the government. Five 
principal objectives were out- 
lined: : ; 

(A) To create one or more ad-

the White House staff so that he 
may keep in close touch with, and 
maintain knowledge of, the wide- 
spread affairs of administration 
which require his final direc- 


tion. 

(D) To establish accountability 
of the executive to the congress 
by providing a genuine independ- 
ent audit by an office solely re- 
sponsible to the congress, who 
will, however, have no adminis- 
trative part in the transactions 
he audit&8 and certifies. 

(E) To extend the merit sys- 
tem upward, outward and down- 
ward to cover practically all non- 
policy determining posts. I am 
giving consideration to proposed 
executive orders extending the 
merit principle of selection under 
the authority vested in me by the 
constitution and revised statutes. 


PERMANENT LAW 
DEEMED NECESSARY 


Executive orders, however, 
have not the permanence of law; 
they will not lessen the need for 
permanent legislation on this sub- 
ject in connection with reorgan- 
ization. I, therefore, seek a statu- 
tory modernized machinery for 
the permanent enforcement of 
merit principles in appointment, 
promotion, and personnel man- 
agement throughout the govern- 
ment service. 

The experience of states and 
municipalities definitely proves 
that reorganization of govern- 
ment along the lines of modern 
business administrative practice 
can increase efficiency, minimize 
error, duplication and waste, and 
raise the morale of the public 
service. But that experience does 
not prove, and no person con- 
versant with the management of 
large private corporations or of 
governments honestly suggests, 
that reorganization of govern- 
ment machinery in the interest 
of efficiency is a method of mak- 
ing major savings in the cost of 
government. 

Large savings in the cost of 
government can be made only by 
cutting down or eliminating gov- 
ernment functions. And to those 
who advocate such a course it is 
fair to put the question—which 
functions of government do you 
advocate cutting off? 


INTELLIGENT HANDLING 


OF GOVERNMENT FUNDS 


4. Planning—Of equal impor- 
tance with intelligent reorganiza- 
tion of the executive departments 
is intelligent reorganization of 
our methods of spending national 
funds for the conservation and 
development of those natural re- 
sources which are the foundation 
of a virile national life. As I said 
in a special message to the con- 
gress last spring, we have reach- 
ed a stage in the depletion of our 
natural resources where we 
should allot a definite portion of 
each year’s budget to this work 
of husbandry. 


Our present machinery for car- 
rying out such purposes, how- 
ever, is geared to methods of 
which the _ rivers-and-harbor 
legislation of many years ago is 
an example. We spend sporadi- 
cally—on. a project here and a 
project there, determined upon 
without relation to the needs of 
other localities—without relation 
to possibly more important needs 
of the same locality—without re- 
lation to the national employment 
situation or the federal budget. 

To avoid waste and to give the 
nation its money’s worth from the 
national funds expended, we 


must, like any business corpora- 


tion, have a definite building and 
operating plan worked out ahead 
of time — a planned order in 
which to make expenditures, a 
planned timing for expenditures 
so that we may keep our work- 
ing force employed, and a plan- 
ned co-ordinated use of the proj- 
ects after completion. And be- 
cause relative values of local 
projects should be apprajsed be- 
fore they come to Washington, 
first by those with local knowl- 
edge, and then by regional con- 
ferences, we must have some 
kind of local and regional plan- 
ning machinery and co-ordination 
to get full value out of the fi- 
nal appropriations authorized in 
Washington—money value and 
human value, 


REGIONAL DISTRICTS 
ARE RECOMMENDED 


Last year I recommended such 
machinery. For this purpose of 
conservation and development of 
our natural resources, 1 recom- 
mended that the country be di- 
vided into the seven great re- 
gions into which nature divided 
those resources—that in such re- 
gions local authorities be set up 
to arrange projects into some 
kind of comprehensive and con- 
tinuing plan for the entire re- 
gion—and that only after such 
consideration should regional 
projects be submitted to the exec- 
utive and to the congress for in- 
clusion in a national development

Inmates To Come 
Back Over Hill 


From Poorhouse 


The poorhouse for the luckless 
aged virtually will make its final 
bow from Georgia this week. 


Social security checks mailed by 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare yesterday included pay- 
ments to almshouse inmates. over 
65 and under 16—the check being 
intended to serve each recipient as 
a ticket to a home outside’ the 
poorhouse. 

Except for the “big city coun- 
ties”—Fulton, DeKalb, Muscogee, 
Chatham, Richmond and Bibb — 
the checks will enable all counties 
operating almshouses to clear them 
of inmates eligible for any of the 
three forms of social security, the 
department said. 

When the social security pro- 
gram started in July, approximate- 
ly 64 counties maintained poor- 
houses, the department estimated. 
By mid-September, 17 of these had 
been closed. 

In some instances, the presence 
of inmates between 16 and 65, who 
are not eligible for any form of 
social security, will necessitate the 
continuation of houses on a small 
scale, but the state department 
said this would be true generally 
only of the largest counties. 

In the “big city areas,” the 
houses are expected to be con- 
tinued as hospitals for the indigent 
poor, and as places for housing in- 
sane pending their admission to 
the Milledgeville hospital. 

Miss Louisa deB Fitzsimons, di- 
rector of the division of public as- 
sistance, said “the co-operation we 
have received from counties in ef- 
forts to get poorhouses closed has 
been the greatest we have received 
in any undertaking. They had 
been just as anxious to close them 
as we.” 

Inmates of almshouses_ are 
eligible for social security only 
upon their moving from _ the 
houses.

Improving Rural Life in G sorein 


Must Link With Church---Roberts 


Emphasis. on Imperative Need of Leadership in Agricul- 
tural Sections Urged by Secretary in Third Address 
on ‘Georgians Working Together.’

“The whole process of building 
a better rural life in Georgia must 
be closely linked with the local 
churches in each community,” de- 
clared Columbus Roberts, secre- 
tary of the Georgia Department of 
Agriculture, in an address to the 
Atlanta Baptist Ministers’ Associa- 
tion Monday morning. The address 
by Secretary Roberts was the third 
in a series of addresses by promi- 
nent Georgians during November 
on “Georgians Working Together.’ 

Mr. Roberts pointed out the fact 
that the cities have drawn heavily 
upon the rural communities for 
leadership throughout the years, 
and that too much emphasis has 
been given in the schools and col- 
leges and theological seminaries to 
the training of country boys for 
city leadership. He stressed that 
what is needed now is emphasis 
upon the imperative need of 
leadership in the rural sections, 
and that the cities should awake 
to the fact that they owe some- 


.jthing to these communities that 


have provided them with man 
power and the other essential -ne- 
cessities of urban happiness and 
prosperity. 

Address Lauded. 

Commenting favorably upon the 
secretary’s address, Dr. W. H. 
Faust, secretary of evangelism of 
the Georgia Baptist convention, 
who travels constantly through- 
out the state visiting rural 
churches, said: 

“There are approximately 1,800 
white Baptist churches in the rural 
areas of Georgid with a member- 
ship of perhaps 350,000 persons. 
What Mr. Roberts has told us is 
not only true, but the sooner we 
recognize these facts the sooner 
may we hope for Georgia’s re- 
turn to her rightful position as the 
Empire State of the South.” 

Secretary Roberts laid the foun- 
dation for his address by citing 
certain facts with reference to 
farm conditions in Georgia today. 
He asked his hearers to consider 
the fact that Georgia spends $40,- 
000,000 annually for livestock and 


livestock products, and in addi- 


tion spends another $40,000,000 
annually for feed for our own 
livestock and other forms of food- 
stuffs, all of which we could pro- 
duce at home, which means that 
we spent more for livestock and 
dairy products and food for man 
and beast than the total value ‘of 
our cotton crop. 

“But for the fact,” said Secre- 
tary roberts, “that we manufac- 
ture most of our cotton into mar- 
ketable products, we would be in 
a lamentable economic condition.

Program Roosevelt 
| Outlined to Congress | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(?) 
Here is the program outlined to 
congress today by President 
Roosevelt: 

1. Tax law modifications 
“adequate to encourage produc- 
‘tive enterprise.” 

2. Encouragement of private 
capital “to enter the field of new 
housing on a large scale.” 

3. Further search for methods 
of checking monopoly. 

4. Legislation for storage of 
crop surpluses and control of 
production when _ surpluses 
threaten to depress farm prices. 

5. “Immediate” passage of 
flexible legislation for federal 
regulation of minimum wages 
and maximum working hours. 

6. Reorganization of the exe- 
cutive branch of the govern- 
ment. 

7. Creation of additional re- 
gional planning agencies similar 
to TVA,

Mr. Roosevelt’s message proved 
a surprise to many because he in- 
cluded a discussion of the present 
business situation. 


Since the adjournment of the 
regular session in August, he said, 
there had been a “marked reces- 
sion.” He thought, however, that 
it was “not of serious proportions,” 
that it had none of the aspects of 
the 1929 situation and need not re- 
sult in “any prolonged recession, 
let alone any general economic 
paralysis.” 

But, he said, “it has the effect 
of decreasing the national income 
—and that is a matter of definite 
concern.” 

Activate Private Capital. 

After many discussions with 
businessmen, large and small, la- 
bor leaders and others, he con- 
tinued, he had arrived at the con- 
clusion that the “immediate task 
is to try to increase the use of 
private capital to create employ- 
ment.” He added: - 

“Private enterprise with co-op- 
eration on the part of government 
can advance to higher levels of 
industrial activity than those 
reached earlier this year. Such 
advance will assure® balanced 
budgets, But, obviously also, gov~ 
ernment cannot let nature take its 
course without regard to conse- 
quences, If private enterprise 
does not respond, government 
must take up the slack.” 

Later, he said, he would submit 
a message on proposals to en- 
courage a boom in residential 
housing, a leading item on the ad- 
ministration’s program for revers- 
ing the downward trend of busi- 
ness indices. 
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DRAWS OPPOSITION 


President Attacks Practice 
of Attracting Industry 
With Cheap Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(P)—~ 
Opposition to the administration’s 
wage and hour bill broke out on 


the house floor’ soon after the 
reading of President Roosevelt's 
appeal for it today, but some lead- 
ers went ahead with efforts to get 
action on the measure. 

Attacking the bill in a two-min- 
ute talk, Representative Lamneck, 
Democrat, Ohio, declared: 

“There is uncertainty, inquiry 
and doubt as to the wisdom of the 
many things we have done and 
there is great apprehension of 
some of the things we are threat- 
ening to do.” 

Chairman Norton, Democrat, 
New Jersey, of the house labor 
committee, signed a petition to 
take the legislation out of the 
hands of the house rules commit- 
tee, where it was buried last ses- 
sion by a coalition of Republicans 
and southern Democrats. 

In his message, Roosevelt as- 
serted the country “recognizes the 
need for immediate congressiona! 
action if we are to maintain wage 
income and the purchasing power 
of the nation.” 

“First, banish child labor and 
protect workers unable to pro- 
tect themselves from excessively 
low wages and excessively. long 
hours. 

“Second, end unsound practice 
of some communities—by ~ no 
means confined to any one section 
of the country—which seek new 
industries by offering as the prin- 
cipal attraction labor more plenti- 
ful and much cheaper than may 
be found in competing communi- 
ties.” 

“We do not recognize the des- 
tiny of any state er county to be 
permanently backward,” the Pres- 
ident said. “Political and _ social 
harmony requires that every state 
and every county not only produce 
goods for the nation’s markets but 
furnish markets for the nation’s 
goods.”

‘county bodies, the school super- 
intendent, two physicians and a 
dentist appointed by the mayor 
and two physicians selected by the 
county commissioners and _ the 
grand jury respectively. 

He urged that under the city- 
county health officer, there be 
created directors of communicable 
disease control, venereal disease 
control, tuberculosis control, ma- 
ternal and child hygiene, dental 
hygiene, public health education, 
laboratory service and public 
health nursing. 

Listing more than 100 employes 
for the proposed department, he 
estimated the total cost at $232,- 
170, whereas Fulton and Atlanta 
are now spending $177,872. 

Cites Death Rate. 

Though Atlanta’s white death 
rate is lower than that of most 
other southern cities its size, Dr. 
Blankenship declared its negro 
death rate is much higher, giving 
it an average death rate above 
that of comparable cities. Infant 
mortality is high here also, he 
stated. 

The doctor recommended scrap- 
ping the city food handlers’ law, 
which requires semi-annual ex- 
amination of food handlers by 
physicians, The city issues a 50- 
cent permit after the examination. 

“The health department should 
make a serious effort to see that 
proper disinfection of utensils and 
glassware is carried out, and that 


partments were criticized for lack 
of proper recording of diseases and 
case work by health service em- 
ployes. 

Since the death rate in Atlanta 
and Fulton county is higher, 
sometimes-as much as 23 per cent 
than in surrounding counties, Dr. 
Blankenship urged that the city 
and county spend more money for 
health work. 

He pointed out that both the 
county and city are wealthy 
enough to have two health depart- 
ments, but asserted a consolidation 
of the two would incréase effi- 
ciency and prevent many deaths 
from disease. His recommended 
program would cost only about 
$54,000 more per year than Ful- 
ton and the city now spend to- 
gether, he said. 

General Education. 

Under his merger plan, greater 
attention would be paid bedside 
and field nursing, as well as a 
general educational plan for public 
health. 

Dr. Blankenship also recom- 
mended that the city physicians 
now employed be placed under the 
jurisdiction of Grady hospital, 
since they now treat persons 
without investigation to deter- 
mine their ability to pay. 

He said that the school depart- 
ment of the city “weighs each 
child three times a year,” but de- 
clared it is not necessary to do this 


} more than three timés during their 


elementary school days. He termed 
it a waste. 

Mental hygiene is almost ignor- 
ed in the city and county, he as- 
serted. He condemned placing psy- 
chopathic cases in the county jail 
while under observance or waiting 
to be sent to the state insane asy- 
lum. 

Maternal and child hygiene 
needs building up in both city and 
county also, he declared.

The same proposed measure 
would require return of automo- 
biles for ad valorem taxes and 
payment therefor before license 
plates could be issued. The in- 
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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

The recognition given by the President in 
his message to congress that the present tax 
structure is a handicap to private enterprise 
and his evident determination that existing 
inequities be removed will bring an increase in 
business optimism. The words of the message 
will serve as a stimulant to productive initiative 
and should serve to impress upon congress the 
necessity of striking these tax shackles from 
business and industry as quickly as possible. 


It is apparent that congress realizes the 
need for prompt action. During the interim 
since adjournment, members of both houses 
have had opportunity to analyze the sentiment 
of their constituents. They are aware of the 
overwhelming opinion that tax handicaps must 
be removed from private business that expan- 
sion may follow initiative and that enlarging 
industry may do its full part in absorbing the 
labor surplus which creates the problem of the 
unemployed. 

There is reason to believe that congress, en- 
couraged by the views expressed by President 
Roosevelt, will enact at least the most urgent 
tax reforms during the present special session. 
These reforms and the problem of agriculture 
are the two most pressing issues now before the 
nation. Prompt action on both will do more 
to hasten progress towards full prosperity for 
all than anything else congress could accom- 
plish. 

Postponement of action on either issue will 
merely delay for another year the opportunity 
for both business and agriculture to rebuild its 
house upon sound economic foundations. The 
farm problem should be solved before the 
farmer plants his new crops and the business 
problems must be answered before the new 
business year commences. 

Business and industry must, perforce, plan 
their year’s operations around the turn of the 
year. It is almost universal for business men 
to shape their programs either during the clos- 
ing month of the old year or in the opening 
month of the new. If the business tax reforms 
are postponed for the regular session starting 
in January, it is inevitable that they will not 
be achieved until April, May or, possibly, June. 
This would mean a year’s delay in business 
planning. 

The four points outlined by the President for 
first attention by the special session are im- 
portant, but not all of them should outrank in 
emergency the tax revision proposal. 

First of the four is crop control. This is. 
undoubtedly, emergency legislation. And, con- 
sidered in the light of the cotton recommenda- 
tions in the report of Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace, there is reason to hope that construc- 
tive, long-time aid to the farmers of the nation 
will be forthcoming. 


The second objective named by the President 
is for “flexible” machinery for minimum wages, 
maximum hours, etc. The message reveals, in 
this respect, a degree of change in the admin- 
istration objectives as they were embodied in 
the Black-Connery wages and hours bill. It is 
evident that the problem is to be approached 
in a more conservative manner and that the 
President will be content to move more slowly 
in this dangerous issue. 


Thirdly, he asks for government reorganiza- 
tion in the interest of greater efficiency. This 
proposal has many desirable features if safe- 
guards can be provided against too great con- 
centration of authority in the executive. 

The fourth item on the Presidential agenda 
is for regional planning boards for government 
expenditures. 

Speaking of present business tax laws, the 
President says: 

“Unjust provisions should be removed pro- 
vided such removal does not create new in- 
justices . . . We should give special considera- 
tion to lightening inequitable burdens on the 
enterprise of the small businessmen of the na- 
om... 

Surely such an objective, considering its ef- 
fect upon industria] expansion and employment, 


should take precedence over all others, with the 
exception of the farm problem. 

Speaking of the recent business recession as 
more of a slowing up of recovery than a minor 
depression, the President says: 

“Despite some maladjustments, which can 
be corrected, underlying conditions are not un- 
favorable.” 

Chief among those “maladjustments” is the 
burden of unjust taxation which has stopped 
private enterprise from normal growth. Thus 
the “corrections’’ in the tax laws should be 
made promptly, in order that the nation may 
take advantage of those “not unfavorable” con- 
ditions which now exist. 

Too long delay may have adverse effect upon 
those same conditions. 


WALLACE SEES THE LIGHT 

Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. Wallace, in 
his annual report to President Roosevelt, delves 
to the root of the cotton producers’ problem 
when he describes international trade barriers, 
chiefly the high tariff policy of the United 
States, as the greatest handicap they have to 
face. 

This is in full accord with the opinion of 
leaders in all branches of the cotton industry, 
as expressed in recent months. It is the same 
argument frequently advanced by The Consti- 
tution in citing the glaring injustice done to 
the cotton south by the high tariff levies under 
the Smoot-Hawley law. 

Other nations can buy, in international 
trade, only where they sell. They must estab- 
lish a trade credit by the sale of their own 
products before they can use that credit to 
purchase. The tariff keeps foreign goods out 
of this country, with the result that foreign 
nations needing cotton naturally look to those 
other producing areas, such as Egypt, Brazil, 
India, Russia, for the staple in preference to the 
American grown cotton. 

Until those tariff barriers are lowered suf- 
ficiently to permit more unhampered trade be- 
tween this country and others, the foreign de- 
mand for American grown cotton will shrink 
just as rapidly as other countries can increase 
their cotton production. 


Secretary Wallace recommends, following 
his tariff reduction suggestion, a well-balanced 
program combining various plans for helping 
the cotton farmers. He would enact a crop ad- 
justment program to balance price against vol- 
ume, a continuance of the diversification of 
crops policy for the individual farmer and com- 
pulsory control of crops only as a last resort. 


Temporary crop adjustment is probably | 


necessary to meet the immediate emergency, 
but the policy of compulsory crop control has 
proven fallacious ever since its inauguration 
during the administration of President Hoover. 
It has resulted in lowering the income of the 
American farmer and in holding a protective 
umbrella over his foreign competitor. It has 
made it more difficult for America to sell her 
surplus crops in foreign markets and has pe- 
nalized the American consumer in order to 
maintain artificially inéreased prices in do- 
mestic markets. 

The inevitable result of compulsory crop 
control, if continued to its logical end, will be 
to wipe out all export markets for American 
farm crops and leave the American farmer only 
domestic demands to fill. 

The crux of the entire cotton problem is the 
development of foreign markets to absorb the 
surplus crop. To do this it is necessary, as 
Secretary Wallace says, to amend our tariff laws 
so that foreign purchasers may ‘likewise be 
foreign sellers to this country. Also the Amer- 
ican producer must adopt new methods of farm- 
ing that will permit him to raise his crop at a 
cost which will leave a profit when he sells in 
an unprotected market in competition with cot- 
ton raised in other parts of the world. 


THE CENSUS OF THE UNEMPLOYED 

Today the mail carriers of the nation will 
deliver to every home postcards which are to 
be filled out and returned by everyone without 
a job, or only partially employed, 

On the data secured by this nation-wide 
census of the unemployed, future policies of gov- 
ernment on this problem will be predicated. It 
will provide, for the first time, a reliable factual 
survey of the unemployment situation all over 
the country and will permit. congress and the 
administration to map its future programs upon 
intelligent understanding, rather than by the 
admittedly hit-or-miss method of the past. 

The success of the census depends upon the 
co-operation of the entire population. The man 
or woman, who, seeking work, able to work, yet 
jobless, does not fill in the card provided will 
handicap the government just so much in fu- 
ture efforts to remove the specters of hunger 
and poverty from the nation. 

President Roosevelt, in his “fireside chat’’ 
of Sunday, stated the vital importance of this 
census. It will furnish the information by which 
the present unemployed may be reabsorbed by 
private industry and will provide the founda- 
tion for that restoration of industrial expansion 
and that return of industrial prosperity which 
is the only permanent solution of the problem 
of the idle. 

The cards to be returned, after they are 
fully filled in, do not require any postage. They 
must be mailed before Saturday night. 

They will then be carefully classified by lo- 
calities, by occupations and by other differen- 
tials, so that an accurate national map of the 
unemployed may be compiled and remedies ap- 
plied to those sections where the need is most 
urgent. 

The census is a voluntary action by the peo- 
ple of the United States. Such a plan is pos- 
sible only in a free democracy and the degree 
of its success depends only upon the extent of 
democratic understanding by its people.

The federal government is al- 
ready spending a small sum of 
money for medical care of moth- 
ers. Under a little-known provi- 
sion of -the Social Security Act, 
congress appropriated $3,800,000 
for grants-in-aid to the states in 
promoting maternal care. : 

While health officers are glad 
to have this money, they declare 
it is inadequate. They point out 
that last year congress authorized 
expenditure of about the same 
amount of money for the conser- 
vation of wild life and they think 
the federal government should 
give as much consideration to 
needy mothers as to deer, black 
bears and wild grouse. 


Maternal According to reliable 
Mortalit studies in maternal 

ortalilty mortality, from one- 
half to two-thirds of the deaths of 
mothers in childbirth could be 
prevented through adequate med- 
ical and nursing care. 

In 1935 nearly 15,000 mothers 
died as a result of childbirth. But 
experts say this fact does not tell 
the whole story because no one 
knows how many thousands of 
children are left motherless by 
these deaths and,begin drifting 
into juvenile delinquency as a re- 
sult of a broken home. 

In Sweden, where almost every 
mother has expert care at child- 
birth, and where obstetrical con- 
sultation is available for a large 
proportion of the population, the 
maternal death rate is less than 
half what it is in the United 
States. 

The public’s favorable reaction 
to a program of federal aid to 
mothers is especially interesting 
in view of the declaration signed 
last week by over 400 prominent 
doctors who favor co-operation 
between the medical profession 
and the government in improving 
public health.

What One City 
Is Doing. 

While it would be unfair to 
stress, too strongly, the part the 
negro plays in the spread of dis- 
ease in the south, it cannot be 
denied that there is a constant 
menace to the entire community 
through infections introduced in 
homes by the colored servants. 

Much of this danger would still 
exist if southern domestics were 
all white, but the situation as it 
exists emphasizes the truth that 
none of us can be reasonably as- 
sured of good health and freedom 
from disease while any 6thers, in 
the community, are infécted.  So- 
ciety is too dependent upon each 
other to grant safety to any one of 
us, man, woman or child, once 
disease has entered our commu- 


ty. 

Thus the colored servants who 
work in our homes, our nurseries, 
kitchens and gardens have a di- 
rect bearing upon the physical 
safety of our loved ones and it 
behooves us all to take keen in- 
terest in the community health, of 
both races. 

The city of Decatur, Atlanta’s 
good neighbor, has achieved much 
in the way of health protection 
through clinical service for the 
negroes and it may be possible 
that other Georgia communities 
may profit by the example, if the 
story of Decatur’s experience is 
told. 


Started 
Several Years Ago. 

The Decatur clinic for the needy 
negroes of both the city and of 
DeKalb county was started several 
years ago by Mrs. Hansford Sams. 
Later the sponsorship was taken 
over by the Decatur Presbyterian 


tur furnishes the bulk of the nec- 
essary financial support, while the 
Presbyterian church continues a 
smaller contribution. The Epis- 
copal church makes an annual do- 
nation to the work and the Meth- 
odist church provides a dental 
clinic in conjunction. 

The clinic is located one block 
from the Decatur negro school and 
is open one day a week, on Thurs- 
days. 

Services of doctors are provided 
through the DeKalb Medical As- 
sociation, while two negro doctors 
give their services, also. A col- 
ored nurse for clinic days is sup- 
plied by the DeKalb board of 
health and all blood samples for 
tests are sent through that board 
to the State Health Department. 

The Red Cross, whenever pos- 
sible, arranges low rates for pa- 
tients who must be hospitalized. 
A registered nurse is at the clinic 
part of the: time and is responsible 
for purchases of supplies. Volun- 


‘| teer lay workers take care of reg- 


istrations, keeping of case files and 
other necessary clerical work. 


Warring on 
Syphilis. 

A sap clinic is conducting, at the 
present time, an aggressive cam~ 
paign to stamp out syphilis, if pos- 
sible, in Decatur and DeKalb 
county. It is recognized that this 
disease is very prevalent among 
negroes and that there is constant 
danger of its spread among all 
classes through the presence of in- 
fected servants in the home. 

Approximately 100 patients are 
being treated each week at the 
clinic and of these 75 per cent are 
domestic servants, nurses, maids, 
etc., taking treatments for the cure 
of syphilis. 

Every Decatur householder who 
employs domestic help has been 
urged to see that all servants are 
sent to the clinic, promptly, for a 
blood test. If the Wassermann 
test proves positive, the employer 
is asked not to dismiss the serv- 


aant, but. to insist that. regular

treatment be taken. 
will see that all precautions 
against infection are taken. It is 
felt that if every positive Was- 
sermann among the domestic serv- 
ants resulted in loss of job, there 
would soon be no servants in De- 
catur and the city would have to 
support the bulk of the colored 
population on relief. 

Such a system as that of the 
Decatur colored clinic is doing 
wonders to protect its community 
and to stop the unchecked spread 
of syphilis. Other cities which 
lack clinics should take prompt 
steps for establishment of such in- 
stitutions. 

A syphilis clinic for needy 
white people is to be opened 
shortly in Decatur and, as soon as 
equipment and funds can be se- 
cured, a general clinic and hospi- 
talization will be provided for 
white as well as colored patients.

QUESTIONS I’°VE BEEN ASKED. 

Are all canned fish kosher (or 
permitted to be eaten under the 
Jewish dietary laws?) 

No. Jews eat only those fish 
that have fins and scales. If the 
fish does not have fins and scales 
it is not kosher whether it is 
canned or nof. For - instance, 
canned salmon, red or pink, 
kosher but canned eels are not be- 
cause eels do not qualify as kosher 
fish whether canned or not. 

Among the kosher-fish are an- 
chovies, tuna fish, codfish, herring, 
mackerel, butter-fish, smelts, hali- 
but. However, if any of the above 
are canned together with a trefah 
(or forbidden) fish it thereby be- 
comes trefah itself and may not 
be eaten. 

It is also required that a canned 
kosher fish may be _ considered 
kosher if the whole fish or a por- 
tion of it may be recognized as 
kosher fish or a part of. one.

from the experienae of an old prize 
fight commissioner, though from 
the office of a cabinet mem- 
ber, when, in a recent oration on 
the air, he viewed with alarm 
the lack of worthwhile opposition 


to the Democrati party. He spoke 
in terms of political groups, but 
his thoughts must have gone back 
to the days when he was chair- 
man of New York cauliflower 
commission and Jack Dempsey was 
heavyweight champion of the 
world, so mighty and condescend- 
ing and so sure of his position that 
neither he nor the customers nor 
even Mr. Farley himself, who was 
supposed to contain the sum of all 
wisdom on the subject, believed 
that anyone could lick him with a 
pair of human fists. 

Mr. Dempsey had long singe for- 
gotten hunger, which also may be 
said of Mr. Farley’s party, and the 
underdog of Toledo had become 
top dog with a tendency to impose 
on his position. In one fight at 
Shelby, Mont., against Tommy 
Gibbons, he had insisted on the 
appointment of an old and devoted 
friend as referee, an example 
which has appealed to Mr. Farley’s 
champion within the last year. 
And in his fight with Luis Angel 
Firpo he had stood over and 
slightly to the rear of the fallen 
opponent to slug him the instant 
Firpo’s glovetips left the floor, an 
act which disendeared him to 
many who had given him their 
admiration but required a cham- 
pion to fight fair. 


Hungry It is a fact that a 
Fich hungry fighter on the 

ighter way ‘up is forgiven: 
many offenses which if repeated 
when he gets there are held 
against him on the ground that 
hungry men are desperate, where- 
as champions, being rich, have no 
excuse. Mr, Farley and his fighter 
were lean and fine in 1932 and 
nothing that they might have done 
to Mr. Hoover would have been 
condemned by a crowd come to see 
a fat and pudgy champion cut to 
ribbons for his defiant indifference 
to the outrage of prohibition. 

But they have held the title a 
long time now. Hoover is one with 
Jess Willard, and, as Mr. Farley 
plainly realizes, there are those 
among the crowd who once strug- 
gled for a chance to carry the 
champion’s water bucket who now 
want to see him licked. He doubt- 
less remembers that Mr. Hoover 
also knew a day when he was sa- 
luted and cheered by all who 
claimed the name of patriot, and 
anyone who had said that he was 
less than a god ran the risk of a 
spell in Leavenworth. That seems 
to be the way of all champions in 
a democracy, a way which Babe 
Ruth summed up in a tidy package 
when he said, “A hero today; a 
bum tomorrow.” 

And out of his experience in the 
cauliflower trade Mr. Farley 
doubtless remembers also that it is 
often the sparring partner who 
studies the champion’s style for 
flaws and comes along later to look 
him in the eye and belt him over. 
He might have Senator Wheeler in 
mind, for example,.though this is 
no attempt to tout*a new cham- 
pion. But he certainly did give a 
thought to Huey Long, whose po- 
litical style very much resembled 
that of the late Harry Greb, a 
sparring partner whom Dempsey 
never was able to hit in 50 rounds 
of practice fighting. 


Dangerous Mr. Roosevelt never 

ee could lay a glove on 
Politician Huey and under- 
took to ignore him as Dempsey 
ignored Greb, but in each case the 
problem of the upstart sparring 
partner was solved without a 
showdown. Huey is now recog- 
nized as having been the most 
dangerous politician in the United 
States at the time of his death, and 
Dempsey has admitted that in a 
fight of the conventional 10 rounds 
when he and Greb were at their 
best Greb probably would have 
taken the title. 

Mr. Farley ought to keep an eye 
on those sparring partners. In the 
course of their routine workouts 
they pull their punches and take 
many a one on the chin to make 
the champion look good. True, 
most of them are political stumble- 
bums, but there are lean and 
hungry ones as well who think as 
they scuffle through the gym work. 
“Why should I be catching for this 


guy? I can lick him myself.”

Anti-Jewish 


Fair. 

NEW YORK.—In Munich the 
ruler of Franconia and lieutenant 
to the Fuehrer, Herr Julius 
Streicher, has opened an anti- 
Jewish fair. There, in word and 
picture, are shown the crimes of 
the Jewish people in the course of 
history. One of the worst crimes 
listed is that Jews are the in- 
ventors of democracy as a system 
of government by which they 
manage te sit on top, make wars, 
prepare revolutions and otherwise 
destroy Christian civilization. 

The inscriptions do not show 
quite clearly how the Jews put 
the hundred-odd Protestant pas- 
tors and the much bigger number 
of Catholic priests in jail in Ger- 
many, how they managed to close 
up all the parechial schools and 


the training colleges for the 
Protestant minority, but then that 
is quite understood. 

Everybody knows that Jews 
have secret occult powers and that 
it is no trick for the rabbis to ride 
on.a broomstick and crawl down 
the chimney of that house in 
Berchtesgaden to whisper sugges- 
tions in Adolf Hitler’s ears about 
damning the pale, unmanly re- 
ligion of Christ and substituting 
it with the cult of Odin and Thor, 
those fine German gods who sit up 
there slaking their thirst from the 
skulls of their slain enemies. 


There are quotations from the| 


Talmud, neatly framed by Hert 
Streicher, showing that it is no 
crime for a Jew to kill a Gentile. 
The quotations have been trans- 
lated into German by scholars who 
vouch for their authenticity, Ger- 
man scholars, of course, dressed in 
brown shirts and armed with re- 
volvers. . 

Scholars of the type who say, 
“When I hear the word intellec- 
tual pronounced I grab my gun”; 
scholars who burr books, scholars 
who had already discovered that 
Jesus Christ was the Son of a 
Syrian girl named Mary and a 
Teutonic legionnaire stationed in 
Galilee (in the Roman army) by 
the name of Pandar.

That scho@rs have seriously 
doubted the whole episode, Julius 
is not expected to know, nor does 
he even seem to have noticed that 
text in the Wisdom of Solomon 
which says: “Thou, O Lord, wert 
wroth against the original inhabi-

The Jews, Streicher says in one 
of his exhibits, are specifically 
commanded to hate their neighbor. 
By whom? By Hillel, perhaps, 
the rabbi who said: “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself?” By Moses, 
the man, who drew up the most 
humane and generous regulations 
to govern the treatment of stran- 
gers, regulations which no modern 
government has as yet copied or 
enforced. ee

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$700,000 IN BONDS 
ARE ORDERED SOLD 
BY CITY COUNCIL 


Waterworks Contract, Sewer 
Agreement Accepted in 
Wrangling Session. 


Final approval for the sale of 
$200,000 worth of refunding bonds, 
awarding of waterworks improve- 
ment contract and acceptance of 


an agreement with Fulton county 
over its participation in the cost 
of the metropolitan sewer system, 
was voted yesterday by city coun- 
cil during a long session. 

Important actions taken 
cluded: 

1. Sale of $200,000 worth of 
2 3-4 per cent refunding bonds at 
a premium of $2,750. 

2. Sustained by a narrow mar- 
gin the mayor’s veto of a 40,000- 
gallon gasoline contract. 

Fulton Agreement. 

3. Adopted an agreement where- 
by Fulton county will pay one- 
third the cost (estimated at $50,- 
000 a year) of maintaining and 
operating sewage disposal plants 
and sewer lines outside the city. 

4. Approved award of the wa- 
terworks contract to the Smith- 
Pew Construction Company for 
$195,800. 

5. Accepted the police commit- 
tee’s adverse reports on proposals 
to prohibit the sale of beer and 
wihe without a dissenting vote. 

6. Adopted an ordinance requir- 
ing written permission of Police 
Chief M. A. Hornsby for any uni- 
formed policeman to accept pri- 
vate employment with any firm 
involved in labor difficulties. 

7. Voted to ask the legislature 
to givé the city the right to order 
vacant lots cleaned of weeds and 
debris, and for the city to have 
the right to bill the owner for any 
cleaning thought necessary by the 
chief of the sanitary department. 

Legality Challenged. | 

Council chambers reverberated 
time after time to cries of “I rise 
to a point of order” while coun- 
cilmen argued over business at 
hand. It reached the point where

Atlanta’s Postmen T oday Deliver 
130,000 Blanks for Jobless Count 


At Least One Questionnaire Will Be Left at Every Dwell- 
ing; Unemployed Requested To Drop Them 
in Mail Box Before Saturday. 


Atlanta postmen will join ap- 
proximately 150,000 in Georgia 
and the nation today in distribut- 
ing 85,000,000 questionnaires to 
every home in.an effort to deter- 
mine how many persons are with- 
out jobs or only are partly em- 
ployed. i 

More than 130,000 registration 
cards will be delivered by postmen 
in the Atlanta area, Postmaster 
Livingston announced yesterday. 
Other blanks will be distributed 
from postoffices throughout the 
state. It will be the biggest one- 
day house-to-house canvass ever 
undertaken in this country. 

The cards are to be filled out 
by all unemployed and “partly un- 
employed” persons and dropped in 
mail boxes, or given to postmen 
by Saturday midnight. No post- 
age is necessary. 

Afternoon Delivery. 

Most of the questionnaires will 
be delivered in Atlanta during the 
afternoon -so as not to interfere 
with regular mail deliveries, Post- 
master Livingston said. At least 
one card will be left at every 
dwelling served by the Atlanta of- 
fice, and all carriers will have an 
extra supply to be left at homes 
where more than one registration 
is to be made. 

Anyone who needs help in fill- 
ing out the cards may call the 
postoffice or the nearest substa- 
tion, Livingston said. He empha- 
sized the fact that cards should 
not be filled out by those who 
have regular employment. 

First-class postoffices will send 
their questionnaires direct to the 
Postoffice Department at Wash- 
ington, while second, third and 
fourth class offices will send the 
cards to the Atlanta office for 
ehecking. .Cards which are filled 
out incorrectly will be returned. 

Results of the unemployment 


census are to be used as a basis 
in formulating a plan for putting 
willing workers back to produc- 
tive employment. 
Strictly Secret. 
Officials of the census have as- 
the unemployed that no 
publicity will be given to the in- 
formation contained in the ques- 
tionnaire, nor will it be used for 
any other purpose than for aiding 
those who co-operate in filling out 
the cards. 

The answers will be tabulated 
by the Census Bureau and check- 
ed in part by the President’s spe- 
cial unemployment census office.

Newspapers are sold by men in 


England, almost never by boys. 
Now and then, but not often, a 
woman cares for a little newsstand 
on the sidewalk. 

To give the public an idea of 
the news in the latest papers, the 
paper-seller holds up a _ poster 
with such words on it as “Italy's 
Reply” or “Bombing of Shanghai.” 


Sometimes the wording on the 
posters is amusing. Years ago, I 
saw these words on one of them, 
“The King Takes a Walk.” This 
was not so funny as it may seem 
—the king — been sick before he 
took the w | 
The posters do much to take the 
place of headlines. There are 
newspapers in England which 
have no news headlines on the 
front page. Time and again, I 
have found the first three, or five, 
pages filled with want ads—just 
solid pages of small-print notices. 
To find the real news of the world, 
I often have had to turn to page 
seven or nine. The editorials or 
Karagel are commonly printed on 

or 


eight, just before ont 


Those statements are true of 
many, but not all, of the news- 
papers, Some have front pages 
which are packed with news, and 
which have headlines three or four 
columns wide. An example of this 
kind of paper is the “London Daily 
Herald.” It has a circulation of 
more than 2,000,000 copies per 
day, and is sold all over Great 
Britain. 

Some London newspapers have 
special editions printed in Bir- 
mingham, Liverpool and other cit- 
ies. Cities outside London also 
have local papers, but usually they 
are not very important. The best 
known local paper in Great Brit- 
ain is the “Manchester Guardian.” 

Even the big London daily pa- 
pers seldom have more than 20 or 
24 pages. Some of them have only 
12 pages. I have observed no daily 
paper with a full page of comic 
strips, but some have one or two 
strips each day. Children’s depart- 
ments are popular. Almost every 
large paper has a daily section of 
reading material for boys and 
girls 


Sunday newspapers are not 
much larger than the daily ones. 
One of them is of tabloid size, and 
is called the “Sunday Picto sr 
recent copy is before me as I 
write.

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Official Who ‘Kicks’ One Should 
Have To See Movie of His Error 


I do not wish to be challenged to any duels—and if so, my 
choice of weapons will be pop guns at 100 yards—but the cin- 
ema art seems to indicate very clearly indeed that Ed Jones 
did score a touchdown in the Alabama game. : 

This time, I think, there can be no argument about camera 
angles. There was the heavy goal line and there was Ed Jones’ 
body going over it with plenty of daylight between him and the 
large white line. The camera angle didn’t figure in this at all. 

There is one school of thought which holds that of- 
ficials do their honest best and that the chips should 
be left where they fall. Most of the time I think officials 
do do their honest best. But what about the feelings of 
30 or 40 boys who have slaved and worked for a week 
to get ready for one game—what about them? And 
what about their feelings when an honest error deprives 
them of something they’ve earned? 

All of us make errors. But the officials are paid at the rate 
of $1.04 per minute, plus expenses, for their toil. And when 
anyone accepts that sort of pay he should be able to stay on top 
of plays and be able to see them when they happen. 

I think the movies are a good idea—the officials 
will be watching closer. The Officials’ Association was 
trying last winter to set standards which would develop 
better officials. It was surprising how much opposition 
there was to the standards. The movies will be a pow- 
erful argument. At least, the official who “‘kicks’’ one 
should be sentenced to sit through the movie several 
times. 

It doesn’t sound so well to be going into what might have 
been. And perhaps it isn’t the sporting thing to do. But | 
can’t help thinking that perhaps the boys who play the game 
have feelings which are just as much to be considered as those 
of the official who ‘“‘kicks” one. What’s the sporting thing to 
do about them?

Haven J “Judee: Is 
Only Nominee at 49th 
Convention. 


BOSTON, Nov. 15.—(UP)—In 
an atmosphere of harmony per- 
haps unprecedented in its 49-year 
history, the National Amateur 
Athletic Union late today closed 


its annual three-day convention 


by unanimously electing Yale-ed- 
ucated Judge Samuel Eugene 
Hoyt, of New*Haven, Conn., as its 
new president. 

A compromise candidate chosen 
after a midnight caucus of rival 
factions called by former Presi- 
dent Avery Brundage, 
year-old attorney succeeds Judge 
Jeremiah T. Mahoney, of New 
York, who did not seek re-elec- 
tion. 

Hoyt’s selection was interpreted 
as a significant move in healing 
the breach between the A. A. U. 
and the National Collegiate A. A. 
over control of certain Olympic 
sports. It likewise was interpreted 


‘as a defeat for the A. A. U. “Old 


Guard” and a victory for the 
Brundage forces who § backed 
Hoyt’s candidacy. 
CRISIS AVERTED. 
A dynamite-laden situation was 


‘averted in the closing hours of the 
‘convention when a resolution of- 


fered by the Southern Pacific As- 
sociation of the A. A. U. and seek- 
ing to bring to a head the A. A. 
U.-collegiate controversy, was re- 
ferred without recommendation to 
a special committee that will meet 
in Washington tomorrow. 

Terming the A. A, U. “the most 
publicly criticized organization 
governing athletics in the United 
States,” the resolution asks that 
A. A. U. delegates to the Ameri- 
can Olympic Association meeting 
in Washington Wednesday be in- 
structed to vote that colleges 
‘have— 

“Just representation and juris- 
diction over college and ex-college 
contestants and be awarded the 
privilege of selecting” the person- 
nel of track and field, rowing and 
wrestling teams competing in the 
Olympics. 

NINE-MAN COMMITTEE. 


Before retiring from office, Ma- 
honey appointed a nine-man com- 
mittee to meet with like groups 
from the National Collegiate A, A. 
and the National Association of 
Amateur Oarsmen in Washington 
tomorrow and discuss a compro- 
mise agreement on the contro- 
versial question.

Furthermore they are threatened by laws which would 
check their progress and pile additional burdens on their 
shoulders. One of these is the train-limit bill that would 
limit the length of freight trains to 70 cars. This would 
add more than one hundred million dollars a’ year to the 
cost of transportation but would add nothing to railway 


revenues, service or safety. . 


Such an unjustified burden upon the commerce of the 
nation should not be imposed—and will not be—if the 
public will make its opposition known to the members of 
the United States Congress.

LOSES LAST PLEA 


Supreme Court Refuses Re- 
view of Fraud Case; Faces 
3-Year Term. 


Robert E. S. Lee, alias the Earl 
o. Pelham, convicted and given a 
three-year federal prison term 
here last year in connection with 
a $700,000 stock fraud, lost a fight 
for freedom in the United States 
supreme court yesterday when the 
high tribunal refused to pass upon 
a judgment against Lee by the 
fifth circuit court of appeals. 

Indicted July 31, 1935, on 
charges that he and others used 
the mails in a scheme to defraud, 


Lee was convicted May 23, 1936, 
after a trial which lasted 17 days. 
Three-Year Sentence. 

Judge W. H. Barrett sentenced 
him to three years ir the federal 
penitentiary the same day. 

Entering a plea of insanity, Lee 
carried the case to the fifth circuit 
court of appeals. The circuit 
judges upheld the federal district’s 
action in denying the plea, finding 


| there was sufficient evidence he 


knew the difference between 
“right and wrong.” 

The indictment charged Lee 
represented himself as the Earl of 
Pelham and a relative by marriage 
of the Biddle family of Philadel- 
phia and the du Pont family, of 
Wilmington, Del., and that he had 
“inside information on the rise 
and fall of stocks.” 

Acted As Attorney.  . 

Lee was charged with being an 
officer in and attorney for the 
American Bond & Share Com- 
pany. 

The question of insanity enter- 
ed the case when the prisoner’s 
brother, W. C. Lee, of Tampa, Fia., 
produced evidence designed to 
show insanity was indicated by the 
record of an army court-marial 
in October, 1918, at Camp 
Wheeler. 


BANK LOAN UPTURN 
BREAKS RECESSION 


$19,000,000 Increase Re- 


ported by Federal Reserve. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—(P)— 
The Federal Reserve Board report- 
ed today an upturn of bank loans 
for commercial, industrial and ag- 
ricultural purposes.

PASADENA, Cal., Nov. 15.—(#) 
Mount Wilson astronomers report- 
ed today transparent gas clouds so 
huge that light would require 1,000 
to 2,000 years to cross them are 
floating between the planets and 
the stars.

Your reducing diet should get 
you down in weight, but not in 
spirits. There is no reason why a 
slimming menu should not be as 
full of vitamins and minerals as a 
tonic. 

You are entitled to the abun- 
dant diet even though you are 
overweight, Of course, this does 
not refer to calories, but rather to 
the protective foods which assure 
wellbeing. I am not going to but- 
tonhole you with scientific data, 
but I do want you to be on fa- 
miliar terms with the foods which 
will keep you in the pink of con- 
dition as you lose weight. 

It is becoming increasingly ap- 
parent that the words adequate 
and optimum are by no means 
synonymous where the protective 
foods are under consideration. Nu- 


merous experiments have shown 


that by increasing a single dietary 
factor in an apparently adequate 
diet, well-being may be markedly 
enhanced. Since it is true that an 
optimum supply of protein, min- 
erals and vitamins maintains vi- 
tality at a high level, then in re- 
ducing—which is somewhat of a 
drain on the system—it is especial- 
ly important that the restricted 
diet contain optimum amounts of 
the protective elements. 

Science now favors a diet high 
in protein for the reducer. It has 


An abundant diet gives you pep. 


been demonstrated that a liberal 
serving of lean meat, two eggs, 
two glasses of skimmed milk or 
buttermilk or cheese, helps the re- 
ducer to enjoy greater vigor. 
These foods not only help you to 
feel well fed while reducing, but 
they have the added advantage of 
stimulating the burning of fat in 
the body and thus slightly increas- 
ing the rate of weight loss. A re- 
ducing diet which fails to supply 
adequate amounts of good protein 
is unsafe, 

The word “abundant” as applied 
to vitamins is more important 
than ever if you are reducing. On 
a very limited calorie allowance 
you must almost follow the rule 
“no food without vitamins” to get 
all the vitamins needed for health, 
On a 1,000 calorie dietary, the 
1,000 calories must be in form of 
protective foods.: To insure even 
adequate amounts of vitamins an 
minerals you must have every day: 
One-half glass of fruit juice and a 
second fruit; two cooked vege- 
tables, one green; some raw vege- 
tables; a minimum of one and one- 
half pats of butter; three slices of 
whole grain bread, plus lean meat, 
milk and eggs. By careful calcu- 
lation you can get that amount of 
food in 1,000 calories. Of course, it 
leaves no room for desserts or 
other extras. 7 

The reducer who is-on a@ more 
liberal diet has a better time of it, 
since she can do as she pleases 
with 200 to 600 calories.

There have 
been no deaths attributed to the 
disease since 1934. 


UTILITIES’ ATTACK 
UN TVA LAUNCHED 


Court Is Told Authority Sell- 
ing Power Far Be- 
low Cost. 


CHATTANOOGA, “enn., Nov. 
15.—(#)—Eighteen private utility 
companies began a mass attack be- 
fore a three-judge federal court 
today on the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority’s vast power program. 

The complainants contend that 
the act creating the Authority, the 
program it authorized and the 
“yardstick” plan are unconstitu- 
tional and threaten destruction of 
their business. 

Opening the argument, Raymond 
T. Jackson, of Cleveland, a mem- 
ber of the utilities’ counsel, said 
“We will show that the TVA is 
selling power for millions of dol- 
lars less than the actual cost of 
production.” 

“As for improving navigation 
on the Tennessee river,” Jackson 
said, “it would be better for the 
government to pay for everything 
handled by boat on the river to be 
carried by hand.”

3 Florida Corporations Lose

The supreme court turned back

mayors would have to ask con- 
gress for more relief funds if the 
present trend in unemployment 
continues. 

LaGuardia, addressing the open- 
ing session of the United States 
Conferece of Mayors, said some 
formula must be worked out to 
equalize the distribution of relief 
funds to states and cities. 

New York city is paying $10,- 
000,000 a month for relief which 
sHows, he said, “that we are tak- 
ing over part of the load which 
under the formula announced by 
the federal government should be 
borne by the federal treasury.” 

The mayor said some states and 
cities not contributing as much as 


aad York were receiving a great- 
le percentage of federal relief 
funds. 


A need for federal funds to aid 
the development of municipal air- 
ports was reported by Mayors 
Frank Couzens, of Detroit, and R. 
E. Allen Jr., of Augusta, Ga. 

Airports no longer are advertise- 
ment for the cities which boast 
them, they are not politically pop- 
ular, nor are they worth their cost 
per se, Mayor Allen said. 

“The municipality generally, in 
my opinion,’ Mayor Allen said, 
“constructs an airport from civic 
pride, and because several air- 
minded young fellows get together 
and egg on the.local Chamber of 
Commerce to the point of appeal- 
ing to the city fathers, and they 
under the lash of a few newspaper 
editorials, generally plunge the 
city into debt and construct an 
airport, and then wonder what to 
do with it.”
